A FEW FACTS ABOUT FOREST TREE CULTURE. 


Plant seeds of Soft Maple and Elm before they dry. They ripen 
in June. Seed of Ash, Box-Elder, Butternut, Walnut and Basswood 
may be planted in the fall, or kept safely for Spring planting by 
placing them upon the ground in a dry place and covering with straw, 
and let remain through the winter 

A bush-1 of Soft Maple Seed contains about six thousand seeds. 
A bushel of Box-Elder seed contains about ten thousand seeds. A 
bushel of White or Black Ash seeds contains about fifteen thousand 
seeds. A quart of Basswood seed contains about three thousand five 
hundred seeds. 

To plant a five-acre tree claim, four by four, would require about 
thirteen thousand good seeds. Allowing the usual percentage for bad 
seeds and vermin, it would require about two and one-half bushels 
Soft Maple seed for a five-acre plantation; Hard Maple, three bushels; 
Hardy Catalpa, two pounds. One and one-half bushels Box-Elder 
seed for a five-acre plantation. One and one-quarter bushels Ash 
seed for a five-acre plantation. Five quarts of Basswood seed for 
five-acre plantation. 

European Larch must be planted in the fall or early in the spring, 
before the buds start. The roots of all cone bearing trees should 
never be allowed to dry, as the sap is resinous and will never recover 
its life after once dry. 

The Cottonwood is best propagated by cuttings, and the cuttings 
should be taken from male trees; then you will not be annoyed with 


the cotton. Cottonwood seed is not reliable in a majority of cases. 
We sell only seedlings. 

In planting a tree or cutting, it is highly important that the earth 
be packed close, so as to entirely exclude the air. Plant all trees a 
trifle deeper than they grow in forest or nursery. It should be borne 
in mind that Ash seed will not all germinate in the first year of plant- 
ing; it is well authenticated that they may come the second year; and 
a few even the third year.

In the above formulas it must be borne in mind that Blue Grass, 
Red Top and Orchard Grass are chaffy seeds, weighing only fourteen 
pounds to the bushel, which accounts for so large a number of quarts 
per acre in each formula containing these seeds, as the relative num- 
ber of seeds in a bushel is much smaller than those of the clean heavy 
seeds. 

It is not a good plan to drill these seeds in with wheat, as they 
are covered too deep, and not one in ten ever germinates. 

The seeder attachment should be placed behind the hoes on drill 
or broad cast seeder so that the seed is not covered by them, or the 
seed may besown by hand after the wheat is sown, in either case, one 
light harrowing or rolling will cover the seeds sufficiently.
